Like several preceding it, the bill introduced by U. S. 
Senator Gallinger early in this session, and appropriating 


$50,000 for the purpose, has already been pigeon-holed.. 


L’Enfant, it is said, received neither money nor apprecia- 
tion for his masterly work. But abuse and ridicule was 
heaped upon him, and his contemporaries mockingly re- 
ferred to his pian as ‘‘a Philadelphia griddled across Ver- 
sailles, with squares in morasses, obelisks in trees.”’ The 
only known portrait of this deserving Frenchman is a 
pencil-sketch, owned by Mr. Hugh Taggart, of New York, 
and made from memory for Mr. B. H. Latrobe, the archi- 
tect of the old Capitol. It represents him as a man fully 
6 ft. tall, finely proportioned, with a prominent nose, and 
military bearing. Mr. Taggart, from the French War 
Office records, fixes the birth of L’Enfant at Paris, Aug. 2, 
1754. 

Mr. Charles C. Martin, M. Am. Soc. C. E., Chief Engi- 
neer and Superintendent of the Brooklyn Bridge, was 
given a complimentary dinner by the citizens of Brooklyn 
at the Montauk Club on the evening of March 15, in cele- 
bration of his long and faithful public services. The 
guests at the dinner numbered some 400, and included 
many prominent engineers, city and borough officials, rail- 
road men and men prominently identified with various 
other pursuits and occupations. In the course of the even- 
ing a bronze, representing the ‘Defiance of Young 
David,“ was presented to Mr. Martin as a token of the 
esteem of his friends and associates. Mr. William Berri, 
former President of the Board of Bridge Commissioners of 
New York, made the presentation speech. One of the in- 
teresting features of the occasion was the exhibition in 
the reception room of the club house of a 20-ft. model of 
the Brooklyn Bridge, made at the Roebling works. It was 
the same model that was exhibited at the Paris Exposition, 
the Pan-American and recently at the Charleston Exposi- 
tion, having been brought from Charleston, S. C., espe- 
cially for the dinner. Mr. O. F. Nichols, Engineer of the 
new East River Bridge, presided at the dinner. Among

equivalents. The values of foreign coins and currencies 
are also noted in tabular form. 

STH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF 
PUBLIC ROADS OF NEW JERSEY for the year end- 
ing Oct. 31, 1901. Henry I. Budd, Commissioner, Tren- 
ton, N. J. Paper; 6 x 9 ins.; pp. 190; illustrated; large 
map of state. 

During the year covered by this report state aid in 
New Jersey was responsible for the building of 109 miles 
of road at a total cost of $450,000; one-third of this, or 
$150,000, consumed the state annual appropriation for this 
purpose. Mr. Budd suggests that $300,000 would be none 
too much to meet the demands for improvements, and he 
thinks that the law should be amended so that counties 
desiring to do so could expend half of one per cent. of their 
assessed valuation for road improvements, instead of one- 
fourth as the law now allows. In addition to setting forth 
the detail of road expenditure for the year, this report con- 
tains a large revised road map of the state, showing all 
the improved roads in red. Useful articles on road ma- 
terials and construction, by various experts, accompany 
the report. The article on p. 81, on ‘‘The Design of 
Economic Streets and Pavements;’’ was contributed to 
Engineering News by Mr. H. P. Gillette, but Mr. Budd, 
who is usually very careful in such matters, has omitted 
to give credit to this journal.

This report begins by very properly condemning the 
old method of distributing money levied for road-work 
over each mile of road, irrespective of the urgent need 
of certain roads or parts of roads, or the gain from in- 
telligent specific improvement. Owing to the survival of 
this method the highways of Maryland are reported as 
much in the same general condition as in 1899; each sea- 
son having removed all traces of the previous season's 
work, which was only a thin veneering of improvement. 
The report does not demand larger appropriations for 
roads; but it asks that with the money appropriated only 
such work be done as can be done well. 

The Highway Division of the Maryland Geological Sur- 
vey is prepared to test at the Johns Hopkins University, 
paving brick, cements and all manner of macadam mate- 
rial free of any charge, except that of transportation. 
The report deals fully with the testing machines and 
results of tests, and follows with the detail of road con- 
struction in Maryland during the period covered by the 
report.
